when you first turn on your system:

3) Start Media Center by aiming your Media Center remote control at the remote sensor 
and pressing the green Start button. 

4) The Media Center setup wizard starts and guides you through the initialization process. 

5) If you have a high-definition digital tuner, the Digital TV wizard starts and guides 
you through the digital TV configuration process. 

6) For instructions on configuring speaker and sound options, and configuring audio 
output, refer to the Getting Started Guide that came with your PC.
